3. Species of drugs are cited in claims 9 and 10-14, which are generally separately analyzed 
and published, and thus document the undue search burden if searched together. Thus, 
applicants are required to select an unspecified type of drug or a type of drug from those listed in 
claim 9, and 10-14. 

4. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
